FOR PRODUCING OF 
BETTER LIVE STOCK 


BUNCETON, Mo., Feb. 23.—A bet­ 
ter class of live stock will be produc­ 
ed on Missouri farms in the future 
as one of the results of the depres­ 
sion period which the farmer 
has 
been passing through, in the opinion 
of Dr. A. W. Nelson, prominent far­ 
mer living near 
Bunceton. 
Doctor 
Nelson is chairman 
of the commit­ 
tee which drew up plans for the Mis­ 
souri agricultural conference board, 
which is to be organized in the near 
future. 
“There 
is a 
strong 
disposition 
among farmers at the present time 
to produce a better 
class 
of live 
stock,” Dr. Nelson said today, 
dis­ 
cussing the present situation with re­ 
gard to the farmer. 
"The 
farmer 
has been convinced to a large extent 
that it is financially advisable 
for 
him to produce live stock for sale, 
rather than to buy and 
feed 
stock 
for sale. 
This tendency Is evident 
among both hog and cattle feeders. 
It has been the result of the high 
feeding cost and 
the low market 
price which has robbed the former of 
his profit during the past year. 
‘'The financial situation with 
the 
farmer is easier at the present time 
than it has been since tho 
depres­ 
sion period set in the fall of 1920,” 
Dr. Nelson said. 
"There is a better 
feeling among farmers toward finan­ 
ces than there 
has been 
tor more 
than a year. 
As a result of this con­ 
dition, a large majority of the farm­ 
ers are going ahead with plans 
for 
full activities during the coming sea­ 
son. 
“On the other hand, there 
I* 
a 
strong feeling among farmers in fa­ 
vor of reducing the acreage of corn 
and oats in the state. 
This is a re­ 
sult of the large production of the 
past season and the low’ price which 
the farmer has received 
for these 
products. 
Many farmers still have 
large supplies of corn and are feed­ 
ing the product to live stohk as 
a 
mean8 of disposing of it. 
"The hog feeder is proceeding on 
a normal basis at the present time. 
but the cattle feeder is showing de­ 
cided signs of unrest. 
Cattle pens 
are empty, generally speaking 
and 
there are no indications of a desire 
to feed cattle.
